Beauties of Landlordism. 

The simple recital of the following facts will illustrate 
more forcibly than any comments which could be at-

A lady who keeps a millinery store in Grand street, 
having just arrived last spring in this city from the 
country, a perfect stranger to its people, customs, and lo- 
calities, and ascertaining a few days previous to the Ist 
of May that the apartments which she now occupies 
were ‘‘to let,” proceeded as directed by the bill, to the 
residence of the landlady, with the view of renting them. 
With all the artless openness of one whose whole life 
was spent in a sequestered village, where every inhabi- 
tant knew the character, conduct, and circumstances of 
their neighbors, she frankly and, as she has since dis- 
covered to her sorrow, rather foolishly opened herself in 
the most simple and undisguised manner to the cold- 
hearted, calculating landlady, who instantly set her mea- 
gre wits to work to take advantage of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances and situation of her innocent and unsuspect- 

ing visitor. Commencing by a long homily on the 
“ great scarcity of tenements,” the “ capita: location” of 
the - under discussion, and the “ vast swarm of appli- 
cants “ who would soon be unable to obtain a place to 
re braesbeem don for love or money, she fully prepared 
Victim for an easy fall into the pit 
which she was rapidly digging for her. Having pro- 
jane aaa ae * success more than equal to her 
g Pectations, she proceeded by saying 

that as there were several persons already eager to get 
the place, the lady had better take it instanter if she felt 
inclined to take it at all, as an hours delay would cer- 
tainly throw it irretrievably into the hands of some one 
of the other anxious applicants. This had the desired 
effect, and the terms being asked were stated nsf lows 
The place to be taken for ove year—siz montis eleines 
to be paid on signing the agreement, three months more at 
the expiration of the first quarter, and the ballance of the 





whole year’s rent al the end of the first siz months—thus 
extorting from her throughout, half the year’s rent six 
months before a cent of it should have been legally due. 
With this barbarous agreement, disgraceful ond unjust 

she knew it to be, she felt constrained—under the cir- 
cumstances in which she had been made to believe her- 
sclf placed—to promptly comply. Owing mainly tothe 
dullness of business, which was attributable in a great 
degree to the character and conduct of the tenants to 
which the other portions of the house were let by the 
landlady, in direct violation of the verbal portion of the 
agreement between her and the lacy who rented the 
store, the latter found herselfon the Ist of November un- 
able, as per forced contract, to pay the quarter’s rent 
which of right should not have been due until the Ist of 
next May, in consequence of which a dispossessing 
warrant was obtained from Mr. Justice Joe Hoxie, and 
placed in the paws (it would be sacrilege against hu- 
manity to term hands) of a little bloated, red-faced, 
beastly looking tub, commonly called Marrowfat, alias 
Blowfish, who has been engaged during morning hours 
for the last summer cr two in the laudable and highly 
dignified capacity of lackey toa five point gang of dog- 
killers. ‘The repulsive and insulting impertinence of 
this blare-eyed and besotted walking rum-jug, during 
his performance of the dirtiest part of this most dirty 
and disgraceful business most richly merited a sound 
kicking and an ample coat of tar and feathers, What 
an outrage is here!

Fratp.—The public will recollect the 
repeated exposures which [ made, of the shameful man- 
ner in which commissions were obtained by the most 
worthless aud chicken-hearted scamps, from the present 
Governor of this state. Officers were commissioned for 
several imaginary regiments, which were fraudulently 
purported to have been fully organized in this city, 
and now when their services are, as only one regiment, 
called for, my prediction is found to be verified to the 
letter—the Colonels, Lieutenant Colonels and Captains 
are mostly on hand, but not a single private out of the 
thousands whose names were to be found on the ficti- 
tious muster roll could be found. According to the 
state laws the privates must be obtained first, and to 
them is the selection of officers very properly confided. 
In the present case this principle is reversed. ‘The 
commanding nabobs got their commissions some months 
in advance, and now when called upcen to produce one 
regiment, they are unable to raise a corporal’s guard

It will thus be seen that this, like all other laws and 
regulations which are ostensibly enacted for the protec- 
tion of the poor man’s rights, is a perfect nullity and 
insulting mockery, which its very framers doubtless 
meant should be utterly disregarded.

To the Editor oy the Subterranean: 

Sir, the unexampled despotic tendency of the present 
M. P. system calls loudly upon the legislative body of 
this State for its unconditional repeal, and in the ab- 
sence of any redeeming qualities in its re-organization, 
I cannot believe the call will be unheard. When or at 
what time, I would enquire, was it necessary to have es- 
tublished a standing army of politicians for the sole pur- 
poses of detering, by their numerical force, honest and 
independent men from the exercise of those privileges 
which we are in the habit of boasting we enjoy, or 
when, | would further enquire, has the morality of the 
present age exceeded its proper limits; so that the only 
impediment to its progress was the creation of a system 
so impure in its infancy as to be utterly rotten and de- 
testable in manhocd? Echo answers, at no time since 
the establishment of this government, only when the 
voice of an honest and disinterested man was heard bat- 
Uling for the rights of the down-trodden and oppressed, 
was it necessary, by legislative enactment, to create for 
purposes,’ which is a disgrace to this age—a system so 
impure and defective as to subject its members to the 
closest scrutiny for honesty, by all, without the pale of 
its influence or organization. I have repeatedly heard 
complaints from individuals about the partial acts of 
the M, P.’s. Take for instance any noted politician 
who may be so fortunate as to belong to the party in 
power, ({ make no exceptions to party) when have you 
known any of them to be arraigned for the numberless 
oflences which they daily and nightly commit within 
sight and hearing of these same M. P.’s? I know you 
cannot point to one; but, on the contrary, you can 
without trouble, point to cases where poor and triend- 
less individuals, whose only crime consisted in their 
not having a sufficiency for those unworthies to steal, 
locked up and oftentimes convieted by their perjuved 
evidence, when found necessary to do so for the reten- 
tion of places which honest men would scorn to fill.— 
Why, sir, it would take weeks, yes, months, to particu 
larize its infamous organization, the subject of which 
would be unfit for publication in a journal so devoted to 
morality asthe one over which you have the right and 
honor to preside. Destroy the present system, says A, 
B. and C. who are generally M. P.’s or those dependant 
upon their depradations upon society for support, and 
what will protect our lives and property? A fair 
question, indeed, for such disinterested men to ask the 
rest of the alphabet, which is very proportionate of the 
friends and opponents of the syst: m, answers, divide one 
block or more into a district, and let the inhabitants of 
each district employ as many suitable persons as in 
their judgment is necessary to watch their property and 
protect the rights of the people. Such individuals to 
perform all duties appertaining to a watchman, and to 
be removed only by the majority of their district, and to 
be furnished by the mayor with warrants, revocable 
only when legally removed. Ths corporation to furnish 
each ward with a house of deposit for prisoners and the 
unfortunate. In case of fires the whole force of a ward 
to be punetually on the ground to assist in protecting 
the property. This city, by a plan of this kind, would 
Le divided at least into one hundred districts, watched 
by men who would have to do their duty fearlessly, if 
they wished to retain their places, and whose discharge 
would not conduce tothe success or defeat of any party. 
This city under such a system would have better watch- 
men and cost at least one halfless than the present.— 
The same rule might with propriety be carried into other 
official departments of our city with success and reform. 
In conclusion I ask for this plan, so imperfectly stated, 
that consideration which disinterested men, oflicially 
speeking, always give to subjects having for their ob- 
ject the good of the people. 

I intended this week to have suggested a plan of or- 
ganization for the Young Democracy of the Union, but 
am compelled to defer it until my next.

Ma, Epiror,—lIt is truly gratifying to every honest 
man to behold the change that the Sub. has, by its honest 
straight forward course and the dissemination of just 
principles, brought about ia the political career of the 
clique which has heretofore ruled predominant in the 
so-called democratic party.

The “Leg house Girl,” 

Ihave been deeply interested in the recital of a case 
tried in Orleans county, the last circuit, as the proof 
was related by the gentleman who attended to the same.

A young lady of respectable but poor parentage, re- 
siding ina log house a few miles from Leroy, was pla- 
ced in the Leroy Seminary, by a wealthy uncle, residing 
at the east, and made rapid progress in her studies, and 
particularly in music. The owner and principle of the 
institution, Miss Ingham, for the encouragement of her 
pupils, and to induce emulation among her scholars, 
announced that, at the expiration of her three next terms, 
the young lady who made the greatest proficiency in 
music should be placed in the station of mistress for the 
term following. It very soon became cvident to all that 
the “ Log Louse Girl,” as they inviduously termed her, 
would be the successful claimant of the station. Her 
uncle had presented her with a piano, and gratitude to 
him and a native taste forthe science, and sweetness of 
voice, conspired with her constant application, to in- 
duce a rapid improvement, 

The gnawing of envy and jealousy here began, in the 
breasts of some lasses whose fathers built white houses, 
and whose taper fingers had never beei soiled by de- 
votion to the common-piace affairs of life. They cut 
her company in their walks, and sneered behind her 
back :— Pretty times! that a girl from a dirty log 
house should teach them music. It never should be!” 
This came to the knowledge of the sister of the princi- 
pal, who, being married, of course communicated it to 
ker husband. ‘The sister was a teacher, her living was 
endangered. Could not an atoning sacrifice be made to 
appease the indignant and excited young exquisites who 
had become so offended? This problem remained to 
be wrought out. A day came—the bell rang for tea, 
The “ Log house girl” was writing a composition, and

Soon she went, and others came to the table after she 
came; and, on returning to their rooms, it was soon an- 
nounced that a valuable gold watch had been stolen 
from a room which she must have passed. Who could 
have stolen it? Surely poverty must have been the in- 
ducement; and who so poor as the “ Log house Girl?” 
Suspicion ripened gradually into certainty. Many in- 
cidents were now recollected by young ladies, tending 
to show a disposition in her to commit acts of theft. 

The principal’s brother-in-law, being a ‘ Mesmeris- 
er,” made marvellous discoveries in different and dis- 
tant places, through the medium of subjects in “ Mes- 
meric ” sleep, and the dusty old garret of the house was 
made the concealment of the treasure. This informa- 
tion was duly disseminated through the institution as 
proof of the correctness of their suspicions. The excite- 
ment now was up. The principal placed keepers over 
her, and, at last, summoned the sobbing girl to her room, 
and eharged-upon her the theft, and the proof of her 
guilt. The girl averred that she knew nothing about it 
and that she had no desire to appropriate to her own 
use what belonged to another; and was willing they 
should do any thing to cenvince themselves of the truth 
of her assertions, 3 

It was insisted that she should give up the watch, 
while she, with streaming eyes, and in the deepest dis- 
tress, continually asserted that she did not know where 
it was. She was then threatened with the state’s pris- 
on, and told that the officer was there after her, but she 
might have half an hour to find the watch in the garret; 
that it was there, and she must find it or go. 

Glad that even such tender mercy as this could be ex- 
tended to her, she embraced the opportunity to protract 
a much dreaded arrest, and, inthe middle of an intense- 
ly hot day, she commenced exploring that dark and dis- 
mal place, with her hair dishevelled, the sun pouring on 
the roof—her hands in the dirt—and then wiping the 
tears from her eyes, if possible to sec; while the door 
was guarded by several persons to prevent the presumed 
criminal from escaping, and the “ Mesmeriser” ex- 
claiming: 

* Your time is up, you may have so many minutes 
more to find itin. Look in such and such places,— 
Look among the old close upon the line.” 

Obeying this as she had done the other suggestions, 
her heart leaped for joy as she heard something fall up- 
on the floor, and finding it and examining it she ex-

But this would not do, The watch must be found 
and given up! Encouraged by this success, she re- 
newed her efforts, crowling on her hands and knees un- 
der the lower part of the roof; while she was tantaliz- 
ed by having her time extended for a few minutes at 
each alotment, until, at last, she gave way to despair, 
and almost helpless, she was permitte 1 to descend, her 
face and body burning with heat and blackened with 
dust, and presenting an appearance which should have 
melted the most obdurate heart, Nothing more could 
be effected. She was disgraced, and allowed to be ta- 
ken from the seminary to a neighboring honse, where 
care was taken of her; but she seemed little sensible of 
good or ill. Her mother was informed of her situation, 
and came, in a vehicle, totake her home. Her piano 
was detained, and rcfused to be given up, aud she pub- 
licly charged with the theft. Her health and spirits 
broken, her recovery was, for along time consider@d 
doubtful, 


Meanwhile, a public meeting was called, a committee 
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appointed, and a report made. It was, emphatically, 
an indignant meeting ; and a young lawyer volunteer- 
ed to carry out the resolutions of the meeting—that such 
redress as the law afforded should be secured to the in- 
jure’ girl, at their expense: and the father undertook, 
for himself and partner, to secure this with out pecunia- 
ry aid from eny source. In the mean time, the “ Mes- 
meriser” had been told, by a sleeping subject, that the 
watch was hid under the floor of the garret, through a 
knot-hole; and search being made there, it was found, 
and restored to its owner, while the ‘' Mesmeriser ” 
* sloped ” for the west ! 

An action of slander was immediately commenced 
against the principal, and the venue changed to the 
county of Orleans. It was postponed one term, but at 
length came off at Albion, Every kindness was shown 
to the plaintifl, and her witnesses, by the generous hear-
